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1. The runway nt the Witt stock (II 54/U 11) airfield was under 
construction, but neither crushed stones nor concrete had 
been laid on 24 June 1950. It was 70 raeter3 wide. Vbout 
15 German women were digging out cement stakes formerly 
used to mark the airfield boundaries. The limestone factory 
in tho northeastern corner of the field was no longer operat- 
ing. The railroad spur track to the factory was heavily 
overgrown xx'ith weeds and was not serviceable. Ten air force 
soldiers were using three caterpillar tractors to uproot trees 
on the northeastern edge of the field. * 


2. The radar set in the southeastern corner of the field was 
25X1 not in motion. It was not aetivatod when the noise of air- 

craft engines was heard from the east. 


3. Tho two searchlights available at tho field wore augmented 
by an additional two on 26 June 1950. One searchlight had 
previously been set up in the northeastern corner of tho 
field every night . A radar set was moved to that place after 
27 June 1950. It was emplaced beside the searchlight. This 
was not the same set as the stationary one previously ob- 
served. The searchlight was mounted on a four-wheel trailer, 
to which was coupled a small car with a generator. A cable led across 
the field to thi3 position. ** 


4. The guard detail at the field was increased at the beginning 
of the Korean crisis. The guards were doubled and sentries
